the latest equipment for the type 
of instruction to be carried on in 
the room. The office practice and 
shorthand 
room 
should 
provide 
space for the proper location of 
business machines such as used in 
various mercantile establishments. 
This arrangement 
w i l l 
provide 
three rooms for the business edu­ 
cation program. 
Art Room — The art room should 
provide a space of 800 to 900 square 
feet with a capacity of around 30 
pupils. This room must be provid­ 
ed with a supply room, a sink with 
water supply and abundant storage 
space. The equipment placed in the 
room should enable the school to 
offer a program of painting, sketch­ 
ing, art metal, woodcraft, ceramic, 
etc. If finances are limited, this 
area could be omitted and perhaps 
added later. 
Home Economics — In order to 
properly provide 
for 
the 
home 
economics instruction a suite of 
three r o o m s is recommended. 
There should be a foods laboratory 
capable of handling around 30 pu­ 
pils. This would mean floor space 
of from 1000 to 1,200 square feet. 
Built in equipment should provide 
for unit kitchens. These should be 
built around the wall in order to 
leave a portion of the room avail­ 
able for tables and chairs. Suffici­ 
ent number of tables and chairs 
should be provided to seat 30 pu­ 
pils. There should be a clothing 
laboratory properly 
equipped 
to 
take care of 30 pupils. There should 
be homemaking laboratories capa­ 
ble of taking care of around 24 
pupils. In this unit there can be a 
small apartment-type kitchen, 
a 
small powder room with toilet and 
lavatory, a living room properly 
equipped with a dining area at one 
end and perhaps a small bedroom 
added to the suite. In case of limit­ 
ed fiances the home making area 
could be omitted. 
Industrial Arts — An area of at 
least 1800 to 2000 square feet should 
be provided. The area should pro­ 
vide for a 
mechanical 
drawing 
room, and a good general 
shop. 
Laboratory facilities, storage space, 
a finishing room and general supply I 
room are needed. 
Music — A large room is neces­ 
sary for instrumental and vocal mu­ 
sic instruction. Three or four prac­ 
tice rooms, a storage room and an 
instructor’s office should be in­ 
cluded. 
Study Hall — Should seat from 
85 to IOO pupils and should be ad­ 
jacent to the library. In some eases I 
the lunch room can he used for j 
study hall purposes. 
Library Room — A library room > 
adjacent to the study hall should 
have seating space for 50 to 80 pu- j 
pils. A work root^ equipped with j 
running w ater should be a part of 
the library unit. 
Lunch Room and Kitchen — 'rho 
kitchen unit should 
provide food 
storage, a walk-in refrigerator, and 
a wash room equipped with a toi­ 
let for the kitchen help. The seating | 
capacity of the lunch room will be 
determined by the plan of operation 
of the school. The school should 
operate on a closed noon hour and 
lunch room should 
accommodate | 
either 1-3 r 1-2 of the student body 
depending upon the plan selected. 
Administrative Unit — This unit 
should provide an office for the 
principal, a reception room with 
space for secretaries, 
a 
storage 
room, a conference room, a clinic 
with restroom adjoining and wash­ 
room and toilet facilities.
